topic, Other systems had been tried 
previously but cnly the pipe system 
has proved successful, 

The system has caused little or no 
trouble, and though it was expensive 
to install, it may already be said to 
have paid for itself; the expenditura 
for maintenance and repaiis has been 
ecmparatively nil. 

The benefits are numerous. Along 
with the unestimatable value of gar- 
dens it has also become a pleasing 
town to the eye. To someone enter. 
ing it frum the north it would give 
the impression that he was ente1iny 
a land of prosperous and promising 
fruits from one of despair and desol- 
ation. Sharp contrast is seen betwee., 
the gardens in the town and those on 
the reserve, which lack the irrigation. 
It seems impossible that  one-halt 
mile from town grass is burnt to a 
frizzle and crcps are ruined practi 
eally beyond repair. 

For an example of its value, fron- 
one strawberry patch, a resident o 
the town picked some four hundred 
boxes cf strawberries, The boxes use.‘ 
were similar to those used in th 
stores. Raspberry canes, tomair 
plants and asparwzus tips are classe 
among the other luxuries enjoyed i 
the full by the fortunate Gleichenites. 
A few years ago it was deemed in. 
possible to ripen strawberries or to 
matoes in one’s garden. 

A horticultural soviety has be 
formed and évery year certain pec'yl 
are elected to judge both gardens an 
vegetable gardens, and prizes are a 
warded tu’ the succesful competitors 
No hard feeling is caused because th 
judges are chosen from the neighbo:

Many of the the t-wns pe 
ple have tried to grow plum, appl 
Peach trees; also current, saskatoo 
bushes, and many favorable result 
have been obtained. 

The jrrigation lake which is situat 
ed to the ncrth and east of thle town 
has become a giand resort for the 
children to spend many happy hour: 
swimming, and indeed many grown 
ups spend a great deal of time there,

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Government By Commission 


Tt is not perhaps surprising that organizations and individuals are in-| 
clined to look askance at what has been termed the “rising tide of bureau: | 
cracy” as represented in the growing tendency to hand over the reins of 
governmental administration to appointed boards and commissions. 

That there is a g®owing trend in this direction, both in the Federal and 
provincial arenas in Canada cannot be gainsaid. The evidence is palpable. | 
One only has to look around and enumerate, for proof that a multiplicity, 
of boards and commissions are at work performing, in some cases the func-| 
tions of governments, and in others, the duties formerly delegated to the | 
courts. And the tendency is towards increased growth of administration | 
in this form. 

Apart from the question of expedi ney, there are, of course, arguments 
advanced in support of administrative government by appointed commis- 
sions and boards and some of these arguments are not without foundation. 
For instance, it is urged with a good deal of truth that demands by the 
people upon their governments for extension of existing services and new 
services is increasing all the time, and that these services can be rendered 
with greater expedition and more efficiency by boards set up for the pur- 
pose than by governmental departments. 

The argument cannot very well be refuted, but the question which the 
peop’e have to face is whether or not they are willing to surrender a good 
many privileges, such as the principle of governmental responsibility to the 
electorate, the right of appeal against decisions and the right to know what 
is going on, for the sake of speed and perhaps greater efficiency. 

That these privileges—or should one call them rights?—are impaired 
and threatened to an increasing degree with the multiplication of admini- 
Strative boards and commissions was recognized at the recent convent’on 
of the Law Society of Saskatchewan, when delegates approved a commit- 
tee report pointing out some of the principal objections to administration 
by commission and decided that the committee continue its work and fur- 
ther, supported a proposal that a program of education which would bring 
the facts and the problem to the attention of the public be conducted. 

One of the chief objections to commission form of administration is 
the fact that arbitrary powers are usually vested in organizations which 
are not directly responsible to the electorate and very often there is no 
appeal to the courts from the dictates and rulings of these bodies. In other 
words, the individual, deprived of recourse to the courts in which he has 
every confidence, has no power to obtain redress. That is to say, one of 
the fundamental rights of the individual is longer safeguarded to that extent. 

Another objection, and this was stressed by the Law Society commit- | 
tee, is the fact that these appointed tribunals frequently conduct their hear- 
ings in secrecy, with press and public excluded, and coupled with that is 
the fact that reasons for decisions are not usually given. Under these cir- | 
cumstances, it is not surprising that the committee decided that “the com- | 
parative secrecy of the hearing tends to destroy confidence.” 

When rulings and decisions, binding upon the public, are given behind | 
closed doors and without any accompanying reason therefor, it is to be 
expected that public confidence in tribunals that carry on their work in this 
manner will not be very strong. | 

On the other hand it may well be pointed out that frequently enough 
the wheels of justice operating through the established channels of the law 
courts travel slowly and, to the layman, it appears that the processes involved 
often entail unnecessary expense, possibly because of slow motion and the 
necessity of traversing a road bordered by a good deal of red tape. | 

No one in this country would wish to support the informality, some-| 
times bordering on indignity, which marks the administration of justice in 
some of the courts on the other side of the international boundary, but if 
measures can be adopted here which would simplify procedure and reduce 
its costliness without robbing the courts and legal procedure of the dig- 
nity and respect in which they are properly held, they would be generally 
welcomed. 

It is to the credit of the barristers attending the Saskatchewan con-| 
vention that some recognition was given to this phase of the general ques- 
tion. The very fact that lawyers themselves recognize the advisability of 
modifying procedure and reducing expense to suit present day circum- 
stances and conditions is encouraging.

Arizona Cowboys Unable To Round 
Up Wild Horses 

Fleet-footed wild mustangs that 
roam the isolated Arizona strip be- 
tween the Grand Canyon and the 
Utah border remained at large after 
a futile attempt of 60 picked cow- 
boys to corral them. 

Returning to Phoenix after aban- 
doning the roundup, arranged to rid 
the ranges of the pests, Huling E. 
Ussery, assistant federal grazier for 
Arizona, expressed doubt that many 
of the animals would ever be cap- 
tured, 

Aided by an airplane, Civilian Con- 
servation Corps enrollees who con- 
structed huge corrals, a. rugged ter- 
rain and torrid temperatures, the 
cowboys in two days captured not 
more than 100 of the tamest animals. 

Some died from exhaustion before 
they reached the improvised corrals, 
and others, frightened by captivity, 
died before they could be shipped to 
Flagstaff, the nearest railroad sta- 
tion, almost 200 miles away. 

Ussery estimated not more than 
half of the captured would live to 
reach their destination at Clovis, 
N.M., where they will be placed on 
the auction block. 

An estimated 500 still enjoy the 
freedom of the open range, although 
ranchers have tried for years to 
corral or destroy them.

Then within the first four months of 
next year the earth may expect their 
full force. 

One all-time sun-spot record al- 
ready has been broken this year, This 
was the most vicious and longest 
magnetic storm on record. It was 
due to a group of sun-spots. Radio 
and telegraph service were disrupted.

British Inventor 

British military experts are experi- 
menting with a powerful new gas and 
incendiary bomb, the Sunday Referee

Using a charge one-third smaller 
than that of the ordinary bomb, the 
newspaper said the new missile ate 
its way through steel armor plate, a 
fire wall and a protection of more 
than three inches of sand in 30

The 
bomb was perfected by J. S. Hood, 
British inventor.

BOTANICAL NOTES FOR JULY 


One day in July is encugh for mem- 
ory to be enriched forever if only with 
the sight of summer flowers as seeti 
in contrast with their natuval sur- 
roundings of water, grass, fvliage and 
sky. 

Everything, whatsoever, of beauty 
is seen at its best by virtue of con- 
tiasting surroundimgs, A precious gem 
to perfection only in its setting. 

At this season of the year ¢ most 
restful lull in nature appears to take 
place. Even the hills lie waiting to 
receive the shadows of the clouds that 
slip, like birds, from shoulder toa 
shoulder, These clouds, like every- 
thing else have a great richness this 
month, so proudly filled with white 
light that they quiver with intensity, 
throwing paths of ghostly radiance 
on the water that is blue, here and 
ther ruffled darkly like tarnish silver 
—a perfection of contrast, superbly 
exquisite! 

The woods are in their prime, but 
before the end cf the month—-alas! 
there will be signs that natuve is on 
thie wane, Several of the spring plants 
that had strugzled after blossoming, 
soon wilter under the influence of a 
hot sunshine; but not s¢ those fortun- 
ate ones which bloom later and are 
vorne in marshy places, ponds and 
streams.
